structed and in building others. 


BOMBS THROWN. 


Early in the day, two bombs were 


thrown from the crowd Into the bar- 
racks, killing or wounding twenty sol- 
diers.

nightfall. 


At 11 -o'clock all the factory hands 


struck and flocked into the 
streets.

Trying to lake Case For 


Tanner's Story, 


PORTLAND, Ore., June 24.—The cross- 


examination of Judge A. PI. Tanner, the 
government's star witness in the trial of 
United States Senator John H. Mitchell 
began today.* For several hours Judge 
Tanner was on the witness stand and 
was subjected to close questioning by the | 
attorneys for the defense, some important 
testimony on behalf of Senator Mitchell 
apparently being elicited. It was shown 
by Tanner's own evidence that Mitchell 
hud warned Tanner not to mix him in any 
matters before the departments of the 
government and not to receive any re- 
muneration for any services the Senator 
mlgnt perform in Washington. 
Tanner said that-ttiere was no under- 
standing with Frederick Krlbs that the 
money paid by him to Tanner was in 
return for the services of Mitchell and 
that the fatter had no direct knowledge 
of the source of his monthly remittances, 
his share or" the earnings of the law firm 
of Mitchell and Tanner, which were for- 
warded to the Senator at Washington. 
Tanner said under cross-examination that 
never to his knowledge, did Mitchell ever 
see a check from Kribs to the firm for 
services rendered. 
Tanner testified that 
at the time of changing of the original 
contract of .1897, \vhich occurred in 1901, 
•Mitchell was deeply involved in official 
business ami that he was shortly after 
taken with a severe illness. Tanner said 
further . that he knew personally of no 
services rendered by Mitchell before the I 
departments at Washington in relation to 
the Kribs chums that Mitchell had not 
performed for hundreds 01 other claim- 
ants without pny. 
So far as he was 
aware. Mitchell misrht have forwarded his 
(Tanners) letters in regard to land claims 
to the General .Land Office and returned 
the information in the replies to him.

Portland Merchants Get- 


ting Alarmed Over 
Chinese Situation, 


WASHINGTON, June -.24.—That the 


threats of commercial gruilds of China of 
a commercial boycott of American goods 
has raised a serious Question in the minds 
of this country's business men and mer- 
chants Is indicated by a telegram re- 
ceived, by President Roosevelt from .the 
Portland, Or., Chamber .of 
Commerce. 


The President authorized the publication 
of the telegram, which follows: 


"PORTLAND, Ore., June 23, 
1905.— 


The President, Washington: 
The Port- 


land ' Chamber of Commerce respectfully 
urges immediate, action 
on your .part 


with respect. to this country's relations 
with China, the first consideration being 
arranged for the nation's honor, which 
demands faithful and fair' performance 
of Its treaty -CDUcatlons. 
Secondly, our 


commercial interests are seriously threat- 
ened'by the manner In which our present 
laws regarding the admission of Chinese 
into this country are 
executed, which 


seem In their practical working to con- 
.travene • treaty obligations. -We earnestly 
recommend that a more liberal interpre- 
tation of the laws be enjoined upon the 
Immigration authorities, and meantime 
the announcement of the appointment by 
your excellency of a commission to in- 
quire into the present exclusion laws and 
methods of their enforcement,; with in- 
structions to, recommend 
to Congress 


such legislation as shall 
promote in- 


creased harmony between the two na- 
tions, would provide a beneficial effect.

He is a staunch believer in the policy of 
the law and is positive that it is not unjustly construed or harshly en- 


Metcalf knows what he is talking about, and Secretary Taft 


does not 
The Secretary of War sees nothing but trade interests in- 


volved, and is visibly perturbed by the threat of a boycott in China 
against American goods. He wants Chinese let into California- that 
the cotton spinners of New England and the South may continue to 
sell their cloths in China. 
But Secretary Metcalf looks at the Chinese question with differ- 


ent eves 
He knows the industrial blight that would result _ on the 


Pacific Coast from re-opening our doors to Chinese immigration. He 
is too "ood a patriot to be willing to see the labor of the Pacific States 
Orientalized and degraded, and the high standard of civilization on 
these shores lowered to the level of the coolie. 


Moreover Secretary Metcalf shows that his Cabinet colleague is 


complaining about the severity of the enforcement of the exclusion 
act without being acquainted with the facts. .On this point as well 
as on the evils which follow Chinese immigration, Mr. Metcalf speaks 
with authority. 
A consular certificate does not make a merchant. 
As 


he informed Secretary Taft, there are certain marks which unerringly 
distinguish the coolie from the merchant, and it has been conclusively 
established that there are thousands of fradulent certificates out. 
Furthermore, importing Chinese laborers on prtense that tney are 
merchants is an organized business in San Francisco. • 


Thus the facts and the lessons of experience are all in favor of 


Secretary Metcalf's side of the case. It is to be hoped they will be 
sufficiently convincing to the President and to Congress. The present 
law should stand, and it should be enforced to the letter.

Editor of TRIBUNE:—Let me say your editorial of last Thurs- 


day about the University smothering the High Schools was well said 
and needed. And so think hundreds of people who will not be at 
pains to write you. 


It is a shame that n pupils in the High School have to be load- 


ed with some studies they do not want for the benefit of one who will 
go through the University of California. The University professors 
are wrapt up in their books, and want all pupils to spend years in the 
University, and do not consider that three-quarters of-those entering 
High School have neither money nor time to do so. 


One other point yovt can mention in future: That is, that a college 


supported by taxing the people should not put on airs over them. I 
read about three or four years ago that the University of California 
faculty were trying to add to the tests for admission to the University 
of California. Put the bars higher, so many a bright boy would be 
shut out of taking a partial course there. That ought not to be in a 
school supported by taxes; will do for Stanford, etc, we do not pay 
for. At the same time they (U. of C) take part of the money to teach 
Hebrew and Russian, I think—Maybe Chinese; studies that not one 
in fifty of the University students care for. The very few who do 
ought to pay for their tuition elsewhere. Or it can be excused if some 
person has given the money for it.

Japan Gives the World Another 
Lesson. 


Japan has increased her exports and the deposits in her savings 


banks while waging one of the greatest wars in history, thus giving 
one more lesson to the Western world. It has only been a few years 
since she adopted the gold standard, but she has maintained it with 
ease and her national credit as well, while suffering an enormous drain 
in men and money incidental to carrying on a foreign war of the first 


"ma-nitude. She has gone on with manufactures and shipbuilding just 


as fflnere was no war, and the depreciation in her bonds is less than 
the depreciation oE British consols during the Boer war. The depos- 
its in her banks have increased twenty per cent, and the volume of her 
commerce has expanded under circumstances that would have been 
deemed impossible two years ago. 
That she has also increased her 


agricultural production is an additional marvel, when we reflect on the 
vast numbers taken from her rice fields to serve in the army in Man- 
churia. 


The Japanese are certainly entitled to respect, for their achieve- 


ments in finance have equalled their achievements in arms. Eight 
months after the Civil War broke out the United States suspended 
specie payment, and did not resume it for seventeen years. Of course 
the conditions were different with us, but we also had a productive 
territory not touched by the devastation of war beside which the Jap- 
anese empire is insignificant. We had potentialities of wealth which 
eclipse those of Japan at the present day. 


Without disparaging our own record and achievements, the com- 


parison admonishes us neither to overrate ourselves nor underrate the 
Japanese. In our opinion we have nothing to fear from Japan in 
a military sense, but we must prepare ourselves for a formidable rival- 
ry for the commerce of the Pacific. 


The frightful accident at Mentor, Ohio, on the Lake Shore road, 


was clearly a preventable one. The Twentieth Century Limited, go- 
ing at the'rate of seventy miles an hour, ran into an open switch 130 
feet from the depot. The switch had been thrown open and locked by 
some miscreant or maniac unknown to the railroad officials. 
Why 


was that swith left unguarded' Had a switchman or watchman 
been on duty there, the accident would not have happened because 
it would have been impossible for anyone to have thrown the switch 
open. But the neglect to guard the switch has resulted in a, sicken- 
ing calamity. In addition to the grief and suffering, the accident will 
cost the Lake Shore company more than the wages of a switchman 
would come to in a hundred years. Some kinds of economy are not 
only criminal, but idiotically shortsighted. 


A Sure Remedy For Scorching. 


A Stanford, Conn., justice of the peace has found a way to stop 


automobile scorching in that city. It is so simple and effective that it 
is a wonder nobody thought of it before. Instead of imposing a fine 
for violating the speed ordinance, the justice sentences culprits to ten 
days in jaif for the first offense, twenty days for the second, and three 
months for the third. Wealthy owners of automobiles who laugh at 
being made to pay a fine of $20 or $50, turn sick at the idea of be- 
ing thrust into jail to keep company with thieves, drunks and vag- 
rants. Hence they are careful not to violate the ordinance. There is_ 
no more scorching in the streets of Stanford. 
A few doses of the 


same medicine \\ould stop the habitual violation of the bicycle ordi- 
nance in Oakland, and would put an end to the reckless speeding of 
automobiles on the San Leandro road. The same treatment would 
probably inspire some respect for the hitching ordinance, which is now 
treated with contemptuous disregard by a large proportion of the^driv- 
ers of delivery wagons. And while on this subject, it is not amiss to 
inquire why so little pretense is made of enforcing the ordinance mak- 
ing it a misdemeanor to leave horses attached to vehicles standing 
tmhitched in the streets 
They can be seen any hour in the day along 


Broadway and Washington street, but the police never seem to notice 
them. Perhaps the Police Commissioners might be able to sharpen 
the sight of patrolmen in this respect.

This beats even thi 
forty-minute record established at Santiago. 


In Sacramento a man carrying a boycott banner had a merchant 


tailor arrested for smashing his offensive luggage. 
In court the ban- 


ner bearer confessed that he had only been in the country about two 
weeks and was not a member of the union ordering the boycott. The 
police justice fined the tailor Sio. A good many people will be in- 
clined to the view that the tailor made a mistake in not smashing the 
man who carried the banner. Incidentally, it may be remembered that 
a foreigner who hires himself out as a walking label for the boycott 
the first thing on coming here is an undesirable immigrant. And the 
union that employed him is guilty of violating its own principles in 
hiring a non-union man to do its dirty work.

How does It feel to enjoy a certain 
fame as an uninvited feminine mem- 
ber of the President's hunting party—- 
If only In a chance photograph—to be 
rudely startled by red headlines from 
New York to "Los Angeles telling of 
the President's unappreciatlve atti- 
tude In regard to one's self—a news- 
paper girl who Insisted on setting in 
on the "ground floor" for her paper? 


I for one—as the "heroine" of ta's 


unusual story—have not been greatly 
startled by its subsequent 
develop- 


ment. To tell the truth, I expected k. 
Even though It happened unexpect- 
edly, as things will sometimes happea 
—and I rode thoughtlessly Into fame— 
I knew when I got down from . my 
broncho that day, that those photo- 
graphs would never get into print. 


As the representative of a Denver 


paper, I waa looking for a "story"—>& 
"story" no one else could get—and' 1 
got It. 


Here's the way It happened: The 


President, with 
Philip 
B. Stewart 


and Dr. Alexander Lambert, th<i oil- 
er members of the party, were to re- 
turn to Glenwood Springs from their 
three weeks' hunt in the Colorado hills 
a few hours earlier- than they had 
publicly announced, and they were to 
come In on horseback. Tail informa- 
tion was conveyed to Secretary Lo«t> 
only a short time before their expect- 
ed arrival, giving time enough only 
to order a horse to be saddled. But 
a newspaper man—or a woman either, 
for all that—manageii to get there 
some way. 
,

H. A. Srrchmeyer, the official pho- 


tographer of the President's party and 
the only one who secured any really 
intimate pictures during 
the hunt, 


had male arrangements with the 
President to ride out on the main road 
about four miles from the town to 
take a series of photographs of "ths 
return from the hunt." 


With Mr. Strohmeyer went Jackson 


S. Elliott, the Washington correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press; John E. 
Konk, representative of the New York 
Sun;'. J. A. McGuire, editor of Outdoor 
Life, and myself. When I left the hot*! 
I had no idea of my ride back to 
town. I left Glenwood Springs <a a 
runabout with 
John 
Monk, racing 


against time, through a 
shower of 


wet mud, thinking every moment thai 
we should not be able to make th» 
place in time. But we did. Mr. Stroh- 
meyer got his 
"bee-hive"—as Mr. 


Stewart designated his camera—into 
position and we malted. 


Of course we all got out so that w« 


could observe everything that occur- 
red when the President's big white 
horse should appear around the. edge 
of the mountain.- I was disappointed 
at not having had time to get a sad- 
dle horse, and Jackson Elliott, know- 
ing my penchant for riding cow ponies, 
suggested that I ride his horse Stock- 
ings, back to town. I got on astride 
in a walking suit—for I had Sad no 
time to get my riding skirt—and, for- 
tunately, it'did very well. 


I had Just swung Into the caddie 


and was arranging that rebellious 
walking skirt when Mr. Strohmeyer 
called to me, '."Bide out around the U1S 
and tell the 'President that Mr. Stroh- 
meyer is waiting here with his ma- 
chine,1 otherwise he might gallop right 
past us." The psychological moment 
had arrived—the opportunity I was 
looking for—and I was determined to 
nuke the best of It Neither of the 
newspaper men could have done It. 
They were members of the Presidential 
party, and as; such represented their 
papers in conservative dispatches. 


I galloped Stockings over th* wind-

ing mountain roid down the canyon 
of the Grand river, looking as I went 
for moving life, for I was sure that 
any horsemen I should meet out in 
that unfrequented spot would be the 
returning hunters. Up and down I 
walked Stockings for three-quarters 
of an hour, and still no President it, 
sight. Then I said to myself, "Ride on 
ag far as you can, and then bluff an 
interview out of him." So I galloped 
on several miles and lo—in between 
the first I beheld three slowly moving 
horsemen coming my way. Yes, it was 
the President, who was in the center. 
And now for my Introduction—for the 
President In the rough garb of the 
hills is even more formidable looking 
than In his "dude" clothes, as "Jake" 
Borah, his old guide, called them. 


I fumbled around for a suitable 


phrase—for one does not meet the 
President informally every day—and 
he was getting, nearer every minute. 


Mustering all my nerve, I urged my

sage from the photographer, all the 
while quaking in my boots.

Of course the President asked for 


some sort of clew as to my Identity, 
and there was nothing else to do but 
to tell him that I represented a Denver 
paper. - 


There was no very marked change 


in the bronzed features excepting a 
certain lowering of the eyebrows, 'for 
the "Denver papers" was an unwel- 
come sound. 


"The Denver papers," he suggested,

I assented, for in the zeal for "sto- 


ries," the rival papers in Colorado's 
metropolis .had been perhaps a litt'c 
"yellow," "out even then one shouM 
be charitable.

our needs. 


There are wars and rumors of wars, and 
although we are at present at peace 
with all the nations, we never can tell 
what complications may arise by which 
we ' may be drawn into a conflict with 
the wrangling nations of Europe or Asia, 
and it is the part of wisdom to be pre- 
pared to defend ourselves on aea as well 
as land against all comers. 


On the land we have nothing to fear,

But it is on the sea. where 


we are weak. Now there is no good rea- 
son, with our almost limitless resources, 
why we should not have the most pow- 
erful navy In the world.

Drama'* before a San Francisco 
audience, \\illiam 'Vmter, the vet- 
eran critic of the New York Tri- 
bune, gave a general lesume of the 
theatrical situation of the present 
time, wh.ch made the younger ele- 
ment in the audience sit up -and 
open their c\es 
Mr Wintei is 


a man uho h?s consistently ad- 
hetecl to the loftiest ideals m drar 
matic art th tough h,s many \ ears' 
service as theatrical critic

believes in "a pure stage"—some- 
thing of which the present genera- 
tion has little knowledge—and in 
no uncertain terms the lecturer 
denounced the tendencies of the 
da\ , a da\ in \\h'ch le\ity is su- 
preme 


•"The prevailing overuhelming 


sound,' he said, ' is the spund of 
the horse-laugh" 
He grte\es 


o^er the descent ot Imagination 
from her throne, leaving to us an 
and epoch in which the vulgar ap- 
petite finds the \ulgar response, 
the response which is found 
in 


"lascivious opera-bouffe, semi-nude 
burlesque, voluptuous, 
mischiev- 


ous pageantry, and, latest and 
most delectable of dramatic fads, 
the odoriferous exploiting of the 
relations of the roue 
and 
the 


demirep " 


The cause for this general deter- 


ioration in public taste Mr Win- 
ter ascribes to the curse of mater- 
ialism, and to the ascendancv of 
the plebeian, which has had the 
effect of lowering standards, oblit- 
erating romantic feelings, and per- 
mitting mediocrity to come for- 
ward with jaunty confidence and 
assert itself 
The lecturer describ- 


ed, with eloquence born of rever- 
ential recollection, the pure and in- 
spiring drama ot the epoch which 
has passed—a time m which weak- 
ness and folly, as in every age, had 
then showing, but were cast into 
shade by the loftv splendors of 
true dramatic art, the art which 
ennobles 


In spite of the real eloquence 


with which Mr Winter reviewed 
the enchantments of the drama of 
the past, all of his listeners were 
not m complete 
s>mpathy 
with 


him, some thinking him too ex- 
treme in his moral leprobation of 
the low tastes and lax tendencies 
of the theatre-going public Those 
who hav e known no time other 
than the present were piuzled and 
startled by his denunciation of Ib- 


sen, 
Pmero, Shaw, and "Vlaeter- 


hnck—writers to whom thev look 
up as lights of literature

The corporations that operated gas light 
plants 
railroads street railroads, tele- 


graph and telephone companies and simi- 
lar business concerns for the benefit of 
the people at large operated them as pub- 
lic utilities 
This control of the right 


of way he continued sanctioned by le- 
gal privileges granted In the nature of 
franchises 
is another characteristic of 


public utilities 
In relation to this point 


he stated that it was the doctrine of 
those who advocated public ownership of 
public utilities that any law given to 
corporations should operate to the equal 
advantage and benefit of all the people 


He stated that the tendency of the law 


to favor bigr corporations would some day 
bring about a reversion to the old prin- 
ciples of 
our 
early go\ ernment 
He 


stated that most of the corruption of 
the State Legislatures city governments 
and even the national institutions was 
due to the fact that the corporations 
^hich should be operated bv the people 
were allowed certain privileges bv law 
that could not be obtained by any save 
a corporation 


Railroads he stated, were capitalized 


to the average of JSO 000 per mile when 
as a matter of statistics the actual cost 
of the construction was only $25 000 for 
the average mile and because of this 
^excess capitalization he stated the peo 
pie of the country were forced to pay 
excessive passenger ind 
freight rates 


that dividends might be paid on twice 
the actual capital value of the roads 


The law that permits this condition of 


affairs he stated to be an unfair ar-ange- 
ment for which the people themselves 
were responsible 


He stated that t was possibly a good 


argument that private management was 
moie adequate than public but It was 
also more expensive to the purchasing 
public and that it was Impossible to I 
grant a franchise unless it carried with 
it that right to lay tribute that went irto 
the coffers of the corporation and was 
declared dividends 
As far as the argu- 


ment of corruption of employes of a 
public utility for political purposes was 
concerned he stated that in his mind 
it was better to have the employer also 
a factor In political lifp operating open 
and above board than to have the em- 
ployers and heads of these corporations 
operate secretly corrupting the national 
life until it was almost better to send 
a man to the State prison than into a 
public office

in San Francisco— 


The Reformers 


No Citizens' Alliance 


Member Will Be Put 


Up for Mayor 


SAI-T FBANOTSCO, June 24.-Tonight the Republican 


League is to announce its District Committees who are to repre- 
sent the great reform movement in San Francisco so far as the 
Republican party is concerned. Anyone who knows anything 
about San Francisco politics and who will look over that list 
when it is published on Sunday morning, will be thoroughly con- 
vinced that the reform movement is spelled with a very small 
"r." The committeemen are the same old committeemen who 
have done practical Republican politics primary after primary 
and election after election. The same old forces will be in con- 
trol of the party, and they will control it in the same old way, 
electing most of the men that they care to elect, and naming oth- 
er candidates for the sole purpose of having them defeated.

It looks very much as if Herrin and the shrewd men who do 


politics with him had arranged to let the merchants and the 
Citizens' Alliance and the Reformers generally put up the 
money for perfecting the organization and then had taken that 
organization just as if the railroad and the other corporations 
had put up the funds as they have in the years past. Thus far 
the scheme to coalesce with the Democrats seems to be going 
swimmingly. If it is decided by the Republican organizers to 
make a real effort to defeat Schmitz for Mayor, the coalition 
will probably be perfected without much friction. If it is de- 
cided, however, that Schmitz cannot be beaten or that it would 
be better politics to elect him. there probably will be a lot of fric- 
tion stirred up betv een the Democrats and the Republicans, and 
the plans may be made to have three tickets in the field. 


Probably if the reform movement had been kept in the 


hands of the reformers, with prominent merchants and profes- 
sional men as committeemen from the different districts, the 
foxy Ruef might himself have stirred up an opposition Demo- 
cratic ticket and given McNab a fight at the polls for the control 
of what is left of the Democratic party. But now that the old 
line organization men seem to be in complete control of the so- 
called reform organization, Ruef probably will not bother very 
much about what the Democrats do, as he will be able to make 
whatever combrnationsJie needs with the practical politicians in 
control of the Republican party. 


No progress seems to be making in the selection of the Re- 


publican candidate for Mayor. Ex-Sheriff Lackman seems to be 
in the lead now. Arthur Fisk would have liked to have put for- 
ward Treasurer McDougald as the candidate, but McDougald 
has declared that he does not want the nomination. There has 
been some suggestion that Schmitz has patched things up with 
McDougald, and that he has told the treasurer that he will cease 
worrying him in his office if he will not try for the Mayoralty 
nomination. As McDougald is a strong labor man, particularly 
popular in the Building Trades' Council, of which he is the 
treasurer, Schmitz has always feared him as an opponent, 
whereas Ruef and Schmitz regard Lackman as something of a 
"fall guy." 


Senator Eddie Wolfe is a very active candidate for the 


Mayoralty nomination and will have his own distiict behind him 
in the matter. There is nothing of the reformer about Wolfe, 
and he always has done practical politics of the most practical 
kind. He undoubtedly would have a good deal of strength with 
the Jewish votes behind him, but would hardly attract the re- 
form element to his support. Auditor Harry Baehr is favored 
by some of the men „•« ho originated the Republican League 
movement. He always has been known as a Jessie Marks' man, 
but Marks is going to have a very hard struggle with Henry Ach 
for the control of the Fortieth District. 
And if Aeh should 


win that fight, it would be a very bad black eye for Baehr. 


The Grand Jury element in the Republican League does not 


seem particularly to favor Foreman Tom Andrews for Mayor, 
though Andrews would very much like to have the nomination. 
There is not the closest harmony between Andrews and Secre- 
tary Bowes of the Grand Jury, and Bowes is one of the most ac- 
tive members of the Organization Committee of the Republican 
League, which committee has named all the district committees 
and expects to have quite a voice in the naming of candidates. 


The name of Fairfax Wheelan is less and less mentioned as 


a candidate for Mayor, and Frank J. Symmes of the Merchants' 
Association, who has had so much to do in aiding Wheelan in his 
fight against the ballot box staffers, is shut out of the race be- 
cause of the declaration that no Citizens' Alliance man is to "be 
taken up as a candidate. 
, 


The real reformers in the movement say that the man for 


Mayor has not yet been mentioned. 
They frankly admit that 


they do not know who that man is to be. They merely say that 
none of those so far mentioned has the qualifications necessary 
for a candidate who is to defeat Schmitz, and that the occasion 
will produce the man when the time comes. 


Meantime there is no gainsaying the fact that Sehmitz is 


stronger than he ever was before in the tenderloin and that prob- 
ably he is quite as strong as evver with the labor unions. 
The 


tenderloin seems to be particularly fond of Schmitz this year. 
The music plays all night now and the keepers of the flash re- 
sorts all seem to be making money; and as a consequence they 
all wish for a continuance of the present policy. 
The coming 


strike of ihe printers is,likely to stir up the labor unions to the 
idea that they had better stand together for Sohmitz even with 
all the rottenness of his administration than to accept thejman 
who would in all probability be subject to Citizens' Alliance con- 
trol and who would favor in a strike the side of the employer 
rather than the side of the employe. 


In all this it looks very much as if the Democratic party was 


dropping entirely out of sight as a factor in politics. But with 
all that a very wise Republican politician sprung on me the other 
day his theory that the Democrats would have an even chance to 
elect the next Governor of California. 
It seems a wild-eyed 


theory, and yet the man who advanced it is anything but a wild- 
eyed man and perhaps knows more of political conditions in 
California than any other one man in all the State. 


We were discussing whether Ex-Congressman Theodore A. 


Bell would run for Congressman or for Governor, and I offered 
the statement that it made very little difference who the Demo- 
•crats nominated for Governor, as it did not seem possible «tliat 
California would see a chief executive of that faith for many a 
long year to come. 


"Hold on," he said; "don't be too certain about that, and 


don't think that I am a madman when I tell you that the Demo- 
crats are apt as not to elect the next Governor of California. Now 
Roosevelt had about a 110,000 majority in this State. 
On the 


face of it that would look very much as if the Democrats had 
been so deeply buried that they never would be able to dig them- 
selves out. And yet it is just on account of that 110,000 major- 
ity that I base my theory of the possibility of a Democratic vic- 
tory next year. 


"That 110,000 represented very largely a personal Roose- 


velt following. A good part of it was made up of the votes of 
Democrat]c radicals, who considered Roosevelt more of a Demo-, 
erat than Judge Parker. The natural trend of those Democratic 
radicals will be back to the Democratic candidate for Governor. 
But they are not the men who are to be particularly figured with. 
It is the Republican Roosevelt following that may slump away 


from the party and go over to the Democrats. 
These voters 


might be called the Roosevelt radicals. 


"At the next session of Congress the 3?resident is going to 


force his antf-railroad bill. This is the long session. That bill 
cannot be sidetracked or stalled off. It must come to a vote and 
to some sort of definite action. That bill will pass the House. 
That goes without saying. The railroad magnates who have so 
much to say in the election of Congressmen know that their Con- 
gressmen must vote for that bill in order to retain any popularity 
with the people, and to have any possibility of a re-election. But 
the Senators do not come before the people for election and the 
railroad magnates will not let the President's bill go through the 
Senate in any such shape as the President wants it. They are 
willing to compromise with the President to some extent) but 
thus far he has shown no willingness to compromise with them. 
Apparently he intends to push his radical measure and to pufrhis 
party on record as for or againstf it. 


"Now with the Republican party at Washington defeating 


the Republican President's pet measure, the measure that is the 
most popular with the general public, can't you see there is very 
apt to be a movement of protest among the Roosevelt radicals in 
California, and that the protest will take the form of votes for 
the Democratic candidate for Governor. That is why I say that 
the 110,000 majority for Roosevelt is the basis of my "theory that 
a Democratic Governor may he elected. 


"Then again there is this Chinese question coming up once 


more. You find that Secretary Taf t, who is at present the lead- 
ing candidate for the Republican nomination for the Presidency, 
is advocating the letting down of the bars for the Chinese. There 
is no possible doubt that the great majority of Californians are 
in favor of a rigid Chinese exclusion. You can easily hear the 
Democratic orators" out upon the stump inflaming the minds of 
the voters with the idea tfiat the Republican party favors the 
admission to California of hordes of Chinese laborers. 
Of 


course a great deal of argument of the orators in this matter will 
be stuff and nonsense, but you can very easily see that even the 
stuff and nonsense may be very effective in the way of vote-geir 
ting. 


"There are being constant revelations of the methods of the 


transportation companies in the matter of rebates to the favorite 
heavy shippers and the big trusts, and the Democratic orators 
will be among our farmers and fruit growers, who can get no re- 
bates and who are constantly being robbed by the transportation 
companies, telling them that the Republican party is responsible 
for all this condition of things and that only in the Democratic 
party lies any hope for reform. Most of this is bumcombe, but 
it may be very effective bumcombe when it comes to making 
votes. 


"By the time of the next election there is going to be a new 


and powerful factor in politics in Califqrnia, the Western Pa- 
cific Railroad. The promoters of that railroad may decide that, 
as the Southern Pacific is well entrenched in the councils of the 
Republican party, they will get behind the-Democrats in Cali- 
fornia, and battle for control in the State rather than to make an 
effort to wrest the control of the Republican party from the Her- 
rin organization. That would help toward the election of a 
Democratic Governor. 


"So you can see with all these matters to be taken into con-

f Window. 


ALAMEDA, .June 
24,—Louis 
-F. 


Schoenau, well 
known here, and 
in 


Oakland, where he served as head 
jailer at the county Jail during the 
term of office of ex-Sheriff Rogers, 
met a. frightful death at 7:20 o'clock 
last night, -when he leaped, while de- 
lirious, from a second-story window at 
the home of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Schoenau, 1521 Eighth street, 
at the corner of Haight avenue. 
, 


The unfortunate man fell upon his 


head, crushing in his skull and break- 
ing his neck, so that death was in- 
stantaneous. Dr. A. A." .Stafford, his 
physician, was hastily summoned, and 
pronounced him dead. The body was 
remdved to the local branch morgue, 
where an inquest will be held. 


Mr. Schoenau was suffering 
from 


temporary mental aberration, when he 
escaped 
the vigilance of the man 


nurse, Fan Kable of Oakland, w.ho was 
attending him, and rushing to 
the 


window, raised the sash and leaped to 
his death. Residents of the vicinity 
were horrified to see him, clad only in 
his night clothes, fall to destruction 
on the hard pavement. 


Fortunately his mother was not at 


home at the time, being in the country, 
BO that the shock of the news of his 
death may be broken to her as gently 
as possible. 


Last week deceased; who had been 


rooming in Oakland -while employed 
by ex-Sheriff Rogers, was brought to 
his home ill, and given medical atten- 
tion. 


Schoenau bad been a resident of Al- 


ameda f-r thirty-three years, and had 
many friends on this side of the bay, 
who wf re shocked to learn of his 
tragic death. 
Be was born in San 


Francisco 41 years ago. 


For over a dozen years he ser red 


under "Oscar Rogers, then Chief ,t>f 
Police of Alameda, as a local patrol- 
man, and became known popularly as 
the Adonis,of the force.

firing and looting the Russian quarter.

He is, in greater part, 


something in the business depart- 
ment of a newspaper—a very esti- 
mable personage, to be sure, but 
a false pretense, nevertheless. 
It 


doesn't cost him much to junket 
around the nation on these edit- 
orial excursions and he is permit- 
ted to travel with his family on 
the same train and the same cut 
rate that "the great railroad cor- 
porations provide for the members 
of the Legislature. It is the chief 
purpose of an editorial excursion 
to be entertained by the "leading 
citizens" of the towns they visit. 
These are very pleasant meetings 
where everybody eats and where 
some of them drink. Eating is the- 
prmcipal business of an editorial 
excursion aside from the town en- 
tertainment. It is calculated that 
an editorial excursion can de- 
vour more food of all kinds than a 
plague of locusts. These people 
are famous for their ' appetites 
wherever they have been fed. 
When they arrive in a town where 
the leading citizens'' have not 
taken the precaution to lease the 
hotels during the stay of the ex- 
cursion, the editors invariably en- 
gage accommodation "on the Eu- 
ropean plan"—after they have as- 
certained what the editorial cut 
rate is. These Eastern editors are 
a thrifty, frugal iribe and they take 
no chances on their board—they 
count on at least two free meals 
a day and they feel safe in dicker- 
ing only for a place to sleep. When 
they cannot cut the rate of a res- 
taurant to the editorial tariff they 
put themselves on a ration of tea 
and toast or a ham sandwich and 
a cup of coffee until the town pro- 
vider comes along.
